| Memorial Stadium—home of the Bakersfield Collegi» Rene- 
| gades—was dedicated September 23, 1955 and seating (apacity 

was 16,500. Since then, many changes have been made to improve 
the facility, Increased. fan support created the need to provide 
additional seating. The 35-year-old stadium now seats 19,468, 
| although special games such as the 1976 BC-College of the Sequoias 
| Potato Bowl game and last year's BC-Taft Potato Bowl have at- 
| tracted crowds of 21,035 and 20,227, respectively. The 21,085 fans 
is still a school attendance record. That crowd capped off a banner 
| year for attendance in 1976. The season attendance for that year 
| was 114,069 for seven home games. Double-decked on both sides, 
| 18" seats are provided with back rests. The last row of seats in 59 
rows (35 lower and 24 upper) places the top row 92 fee! above 
| the playing field. In all, 2,682,731 fans have attended the 209 BC 
| home football games and your support is dppreciated. 


But football isn't the only event that Memorial Stadium, be- 
lieved to be the largest community college owned stadium in the 
nation, is used for. It has hosted eight AAU track and fielo cham- 
pionships, the annual Fourth of July extravaganza, Special Olym- 
pics, Metropolitan and State track meets, the Russian-American and 
| Western Women's track championships, the 1988 Police Olympics 
and area high schools use the facility for football games ind for 
track meets. The Potato Bowl, one of the oldest bowl games of all 
those played in the United States presented its 38th annual games 
in 1989, The game is sponsored by the Kern County Shrin> Club, 
benefitting the Shriner's Children's Hospital, 


Four years ago, lighting was improved with the installdtion of 
1196 1500-watt Halide lights supplying 100-foot-plus candlispower 
¡to the entire stadium, This makes filming or video-taping of athletic 
events very convenient, Just added this year is the new $90,000 
scoreboard donated by Texaco. The scoreboard is complete with the 
latest computer technology and will be a beneficial additior to the 
look of Memorial Stadium.
